CITATION AND NOTIFICATION OF PENALTY 


We believe that you violated the Animal Welfare Act (7 U.S.C. § 2131 et seq.) 
(AWA), as described below. 


Date of Violation: August 26, 2013 

9 C.F.R. § 2.40(b)(2) Attending veterinarian and adequate veterinary care 
(dealers and exhibitors). Each dealer or exhibitor shall establish and maintain 
programs of adequate veterinary care that include the use of appropriate methods 
to prevent, control, diagnose, and treat diseases and injuries, and the availability 
of emergency, weekend, and holiday care. 

You failed to provide adequate veterinary care to 1 Maltese named 
Cookie who had a thick yellow discharge on the surface of the right 
eye. 

Date of Violation: August 26, 2013 

9 C.F.R. § 2.75(a)(l)(vi) Records: Dealers and exhibitors. Each dealer, other than 
operators of auction sales and brokers to whom animals are consigned, and each 
exhibitor shall make, keep, and maintain records or forms which fully and 
correctly disclose the following information concerning each dog or cat purchased 
or otherwise acquired, owned, held, or otherwise in his or her possession or under 
his or her control, or which is transported, euthanized, sold, or otherwise disposed 
of by that dealer or exhibitor. The records shall include any offspring bom of any 
animal while in his or her possession or under his or her control. 

You failed to properly identify numerous dogs. 

Date of Violation: August 26, 2013 

9 C.F.R. § 2.131(e) Handling of animals. When climatic conditions present a 
threat to an animal’s health or well-being, appropriate measures must be taken to 
alleviate the impact of those conditions. An animal may never be subjected to any 
combination of temperature, humidity, and time that is detrimental to the animal’s 
health or well-being, taking into consideration such factors as the animal’s age, 
species, breed, overall health status, and acclimation. 

You failed to properly control the climate in extreme heat which 
affected numerous dogs that were panting with their tongues hanging 
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out of their mouths. The sheltered housing facility had temperatures 
ranging from 96.5 degrees F to 96.8 degrees F at 4:30pm. 

Date of Violation: August 27, 2013 

9 C.F.R. § 2.131(e) Handling of animals. When climatic conditions present a 
threat to an animal’s health or well-being, appropriate measures must be taken to 
alleviate the impact of those conditions. An animal may never be subjected to any 
combination of temperature, humidity, and time that is detrimental to the animal’s 
health or well-being, taking into consideration such factors as the animal’s age, 
species, breed, overall health status, and acclimation. 

You failed to properly control the climate in extreme heat which 
affected numerous dogs that showed signs of heavy panting, and had 
broad, dry, spoon-shaped, tongues hanging out of their mouths. The 
sheltered housing facility had temperatures ranging from 91.1 degrees F 
to 92.2 degrees F at 4:30pm. 

Date of Violation: August 28, 2013 

9 C.F.R. § 2.131(e) Handling of animals. When climatic conditions present a 
threat to an animal’s health or well-being, appropriate measures must be taken to 
alleviate the impact of those conditions. An animal may never be subjected to any 
combination of temperature, humidity, and time that is detrimental to the animal’s 
health or well-being, taking into consideration such factors as the animal’s age, 
species, breed, overall health status, and acclimation. 

You failed to properly control the climate in extreme heat which 
affected numerous dogs that showed signs of heavy panting, and had 
broad, dry, spoon-shaped, tongues hanging out of their mouths. The 
sheltered housing facility had temperatures ranging from 88.5 degrees F 
to 89.9 degrees F at 5:00pm. 

The penalty for the alleged violation(s) described above is $2,679. 
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
